The People Must Know! 


By Howard Jarvis 

Chairman, United Organization of Taxpayers 

I am still optimistic about Govrnor Brown, but tax¬ 
payers should know that the Brown budget for next year 
is stili a biilion dollars higher than Reagan’s iast budget. 
In addition, the $400 million surplus left by Reagan has 
been spent. 

The new Union bill between the United Farm Workers, 
the Teamsters Union and the people, which Governor 
Brown pushed through the legislature will force the 
people to pay far higher prices for California grown farm 
products from now on. This price increase will probably 
be about 25 per cent. If you like this new farm union 
bill, you should shut up about the higher prices you have 
to pay when it goes into effect. You should understand 
that these now higher prices wiii not be the fault of the 
Republicans. 

Another one. Governor Brown is sponsoring Senate 
Bill 275 by Senator Ralph Dills, Gardena, to give public 
employees the right to form unions, take part in govern¬ 
mental decisions, force the publci payroll check-off of union 
dues. The bill orignially gave public employees the 
right to strike and force binding arbitration. These fea¬ 
tures were eliminated for this year. You can expect them 
back next year. 

Fifty-one Democratic and nine Republican State Sena¬ 
tors and Asemblymen received almost one million dollars 
from government employee associations and the California 
Teachers Association for their 1974 campaigns. I have 
a detailed list of who got what, and to give you an example. 
Senator Ralph Dills (D) Gardena, got $22,578.67 from 
public employees organizations. Assemblyman Howard 
Berman (D) Beverly Hills got $19,130 from public em¬ 
ployees organizations. Dills and Berman are the sponsors 
of this public employee union bill. 

The major danger to California and the United States 
today is that public employees, ie., people on public pay- 
rols, paid for by the taxayers are organizing themselves 
to finance and elect public officials who will give in to all 
of their demands for salary* raises, pensions, vacations 
and whatever else the public employees want. 

In my opinion the public employes' organizations have 
bought and paid for, in advance, SB 275, and I can not 
see any diffemce between this kind of a political "pay¬ 
off" and other poltical corruption. If I were a State 
Senator and had acceptee these kinds of campaign con¬ 
tributions and had then voted for this special vested in¬ 
terest legislation, I would expect to be charged with 
bribery. 

What is the difference between contractors paying 
former Vice President Agnew large sums of money, for 
political favors and calling it campaign contributions and 
public employee organizations paying large sums of money, 
called campaign contributions, for favorable legislation? I 
see no difference. A bribe is a bribe.

1975-76 Budgets! 


Salaries and benefits for county employees continue 
to grow, the annual report of the California Taxpayers' 
Association on county budgets shows. 

When all benefits and salaries are considered, Los 
Angeln County, which pays Its employees an average of 
$14,305 a year, pays the rrlnth highest, with the lowest 
average of $9,814.58 paid by Mariposa County. Los Angeles 
County hsa 75,217 employees. 

The pilblicatlon, "1971-1975 Fiscal Trends in County 
Government," indicates 40 per cent of all of the county 
budgets, including welfare payments and road construction, 
goes for salaries and budgets. 

In 1972-73 the average paid for county workers in 
California was $12,031.47 and there has been a nearly $1,000 
year rise with the average going to $13,022.69 in 1973-74 
and to $13,931.35 in 1974-75. 

Generally the smaller counties have a higher per 
capita cost per employee with Alpine, which only has 
50 employees, paying an average salary of $12,326.86 at 
a per capita cost of $948.22. Orange County, which pays 
one of the highest average salaries, $14,904.52, has the 
lowest per capita employee cost, $90.63. 

Not all counties budget in the same manner. Amador 
and Del Norte Counties did not respond to a Cal Tax 
questionnaire on the number of employees, so the calcula¬ 
tions could not be made for those counties. Three counties. 
Sacramento, San Mateo and Santa Cruz, do not budget 
separately but include those in the total budget. Other 
counties budget separately for wages and for benefits. 

The report of Cal-Tax is based upon actually filled 
jobs rather than upon budgeted positions and it indicates 
that the largest number of employees on county pay¬ 
rolls are in public assistance, 68,982. This includes the 
welfare department employees primarily. 

The second largest blot'k of employees, and the ones 
with the highi'st average salaries, are in public protection. 
This includes firemen and sheriff's staff. There are 59,132 
of these employees with an average budgeted salai-y and 
benefit of $14,861.13. 

The budgets of the counties appear to be misleading 
in anohter aspect, Cal-Tax reported, as the benefits bud¬ 
geted under genral govrnment appear to be high, aver¬ 
aging $5,118.51 for the 29,889 employees. This indicates 
many counties probably budget benefits in one category 
without spreading these among actual departments. Yet 
not all employees receive the same benefit package. 
Generally members of public protection have a lower re¬ 
tirement age With higher sick leave benefits. The budgets 
of the counties indicates an average cost per employee 
of public protection areas of $998.93. 

The issue becomes important as county supervisors 
are now in budget hearings and the fastest rising part of 
most budgets has been employee salaries and benefits. 
Many of these programs are initiated at low cost with¬ 
out adequate acturarial projection. Often benefits, which 
have future costs of great proportion, are given in lieu 
of immediate salary increases.

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your Mds when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they hnow a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to mate you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few fact.s 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver's license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is /loi a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological ehects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
‘ good ’ or ‘ bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive u.se of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses recLuired to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the LF.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is pliysically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses cau 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100,00 per day).

Q. — I understand' that 
the fees brokers charge were 
changed as of the first of 
May. Can yoiu tell me what 
the changes were? 

A. — As of the first of 
May, brokerage firms were 
ordered by the ^aurities 
and' Exchange Commission 
to put into effect “negoti¬ 
ated rates.” Up to this time, 
Ihe New York Stock Ex¬ 
change had established a 
schedaile of minimum Com¬ 
mission rates, and all of its 
members were required' to 
luso those charges as a base. 
Others tended to follow the 
.same commission schedule. 
No^v yoai are supposed to be 
able to “negotiate” with 
your broker and arrive c.t 
what you think is a fair 
charge for his services. In 
practice, only very large 
purchasers have enough 
clout to tell the broker what 
they will pay him for his 
services. For most of the 
public brokers now have a 
li.st of po.sted charges for 
their .sei-vices. 

All brokers’ charges an? no 
longer the .same. A great 
many, at least for the pre- 
nt, re cntniun theioaToye- 
sent, aie continuing the 
same charges that has been 
established by the New York 
Stock Exchange, but some 
firms are now offering a 
choice of services and prices. 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fen¬ 
ner and Smith, the giant of 
the indu.stry, seems to have 
the lowest priced, bare-bones

It will be exe¬ 
cuted' the next morning at 
the opening price at a com¬ 
mission based on the .size of 
the total order executed in 
yexur particular stock. You 
don’t receive the services of 
a salesmaji or any research. 

Paine, Webber, Jack.son & 
Curtis, and Homblower & 
Weeks - Hemphill, Noy e s, 
have somewhat similar cut- 
rate programs. Bache has ^ 
low-cost program provided 
yoiu buy a stock from a list 
of 30 in their special group. 
These are the only plans we 
have had word on so far, but 
we’d' siuggest you check with 
your own broker for any 
changes he may have made 
in his fee schedule. 

Some brokers are now of¬ 
fering plans where you will 
get research advice on the 
stocks you hold and help in 
managing your portfo 1 i o. 
There are likely to be many 
tyocs of programs offered in 
the months ahead. Each of 
>iis will have to remain alert 
to keep a.bretvst of the 
changes. 

Q. — I see tile term “Gross 
National Prod'uct” mentioned 
frequently in the paper. 
Would' you give me a defini¬ 
tion of that term? 

A. — The Gross Nationa.l 
Product is a figure prepared 
by our Census Department. 

It represents Ihc total value 
of all goods and services 
produced- in the United 
States in one calond.ar year. 
This is an estimate of the 
total ecronomic activity of 
the countr>'. Similar figures 
are estimated' for other na¬ 
tions. 

Q. — Would you explain 
what the word “equilibrium” 
moans as concerns prices? 

A. — Ekjuili'briu.m means 
that the force of supply and 
demand are in balance. 
There are jiist enough C',u.«- 
tomers to equal the supply 
at the price ottered. This 
means the 'price is unlikely 
to chan.ge until such time as 
the numbrr of buyers and- 
sellers is changed. 

Q. I \voi'.ild like to or¬ 
ganize an Investment Club, 
but I don’t haw any idea 
how to get a few people to¬ 
gether. Could you give me 
some thoughts. 


A. —' Some people know 
enough people at their 
church, at a social club, in 
their neighborhood, at a 
servicb club, or where they 
work to find' 10 to 15 in¬ 
terested people, but the 
easiest way is just to talk 
to two or three acquain¬ 
tances to see if they are In- 
tere.sted'. t^Hien you find two 
or three interested friends, 
ask them in turn to find two 
or three others. That not 
only makes th job easy, but 
you get a group where 
everyone knows someone 
else, but everyone also .has 
some new friends. We have 
some folders that eyplain 
Investment Clubs that we’ll 
.send' you. Use them to show 
the people you think will be 
interestd.
